The Message. 
By Western Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 29.—The following is 
the message of tle President of the United 
States returning to the House of Representa- 
tives the bill entitled an ac:[making appropria- 
tion for the support of the army for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1880, and for other pur- 
poses: 

To the House of Represeatatives:—I have 
maturely considered the important questions 
presented by the bill entitled ‘‘an act making 
appropriations for the support of the army 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1889, and 
for otber purposes. and I now return it to 
the House of Representatives in which it or- 
iginatedg 

WITH MY OBJECTIONS 

to its approval. The bill provides in the 
usual form for the appropriations required 
for the support of the army during the next 
fiseal year. If it contained no 
other provisions, it would receive 
my prompt approval. It includes, 
however, further legislation which, attached 
as it is to the appropriations which are re- 
quisite for the efticient performance of some of 
the most necessary duties ofthe Government, 
involves 

QUESTIONS OF THE GRAVEST CHARACTER. 

The 6th section of the bill is amendatory 
of the statute now in force in regard to the 
authority of persons in the civil, military and 
navel service of the United States at 
a place where any general or 
special election is held, in any 
State. This statute was adopted February 
25, 1865, after a protracted debate in the Sen- 
ute and almostywithout opposition in the House 
of Representatives, by 
THE ‘ONCURRENT VOTES 
of both of the leading political parties of the 
country, and become a law by the approval of 
President Lincoln. It was 2 in 1874, 
in the revised statutes of the United States, 
sections 2,002 and 5,528, which are as follows: 
Section 2002.

The amendment proposed in this statute in 
the bill before me 

OMITS 

from both of the foregoing sections the words 
‘‘orto keep the peace at the polls. The 
effect of the adoption of this amendment miy 
be considered, first, upon the right of the 
United States Government to use military 
force to keep the peace at elections 
for mewbers of Congress, and, second, 
upon the right of the Government, by civil 
authority, to protect these elections from vio- 
lence and fraud. 

In addition to the sections of the statute 
above quoted, the following provisions of the 
law relating to the use of the military power 
at elections, are now in force: 

Section 2005. No officer of the army or 
navy of the United States shall prescribe or fix 
or attempt to prescribe or fix by proclama- 
tion, order or otherwise, 

THE QUALIFICATIONS OF VOTERS 
in any State orin any manner interfere with 
the freedom of any election in any State or 
with the exercise of the free rights of suffrage 
in any State. 

Section 5529. Every officer or other person 
in the military or naval who, by force, 
threat, intimidation or service otherwise, 
prevents, or attempts to prevent, any qualified 
voter of any State from freely exercising the 
right of suffrage at any general or special 
election in such a State, shall be fined not 
more than %,000 and imprisoned at hard 
labor not more than five years. 

Section 5630. Every otficer of the army or

Sec. 531. Every officer or other person in

Section 5532. Every

The Senate had ara d 
included what they called and what we migut 
accept as the principle, but they had 
stricken eut the penalty and hi 
stricken out the word ‘‘expressly’’ 
so that the army might be used in all cases 
where implied authority might be 
inferred, and wi. h the House 
Committee „lanted themselves firmly 
upon the doctrine that rather than yield this 
fundamental principle for which for three 
years this house had struggled they would al- 
low the bill to fail, notwithstanding the reforms 
that we had secured, regarding these reforms 
as of but little consequence alongside 

THE GREAT PRIVCIPLE 
that the army of the United States in time of 
peace should be under the control of Congress 
and obedient to its laws. After a long 
and protracted negation, the Senate com- 
mittee have conceded that principle in all 
its length and breadth, including the penalty 
which the Senate had stricken out. We bring 
vou, back, therefore, 1 report 
with the alteration of a Sin- 
le word which lawyers assure us is proper 
to be made, restoring to} this bill the principle 
for which we have contended so long and 
which is so vital to the civil rights and liber- 
ties of the people. 

Thus have we this day secured to the peo- 
ple of this country the same great protection 
against the standing army which cost a strug- 
gle of 200 years for the Commons of England 
to secure for the British people. 
From this brief review of the subject it suffi :i- 
ently appears to me that under the 
existing laws there can be no 
military interference with the elections. No 
case of such interference has in fact occurred 
since the passage of the act last referred to. 

NO OFFICER OF THE UNITED STATES 
has bys oe my under orders, at any place 
of election, in any State no 
complaint even of the presence of the Uuited 
States troops has been made in any quarter. 
It may therefore be confidently stated there is 
no necessity for the enactment of section 
6 ot the bill before me to prevent 
military interference at elections. The 
laws already in force aie all that 
is required for that end,but that part of section 
6 Ot this bill which is significent and vitally im- 
portant is the clause whieh, if ad 
opted, Vill deprive the civil au- 
thoriiies of the United States of all power to 
keep the peace at Congressional elections. 
Congressional clections in every district in 
a very important sense are justly a 
matter of political interest and concern 
throughout the whole country. In each State 
every political party is entitied te the share of 
power which is cunferred by legal and consti- 
tutional suffrage. 

IT IS THE RIGHT OF EVERY CITIZEN 
possessing the qualifications prescrived by law 
to cast an unintimidated ballot and to have his 
ballot justly counted. So long as the exercise of 
this power and enjoyment of this right are 
common and equal practically, as weil as for- 
mally, submission to suffrage will be accorded 
loyally and cheerfully and the departinents of 
the Governinent will feel the true vigor 
of the popular will thus 
expressed.

THROUGH HIS HEART. 


Jacob Lang Shoots Himself at Daylight 
To-day.

Jacob Lang, a cooper thirty-nine years old, 
shot himself through the heart at a quarter 
past five this morning, in a shed at the back of 
1417 Cass avenue. 

This, shorn of its details, is abare state- 
ment of a shocking tragedy which nassenta 
thrill of horror through the northwestern part 
of the city. 

A reporter went up to the house this 
afternoon and found 1417 Cass ave- 
nue to be one of the usual houses 
occupied by German trades-people. The front 
was a small shop, unfurnished, and in the 


room behind, on two boards stretched across a 
couple cf chairs, lav the body of Jacob 
lang. The face, of a Teutonic type, bore the 
placid expression that death from a gun- 
shot wound usually produces. A 
sandy beard and mustache hid rather a pleas- 
ant mouth, the nose was pinched and blue 
from long suffering, and the eye- 
lids, held down by coins, were 
black and puffy. He was unshaven, and had 
been put in decent  atti- 
grave. The undertaker 
and bis man were makihg their ghastly calcu- 
lations, but stopped thein to lift the loose flap 
of the coarse shirt and point at the woun! 
in Lang’s Ureust. He had shot 
DIRECTLY INTO HIS HEART,

The power given by the Constitution to the 
Executive to interpose his veto is a high con- 
servative power; but, in my opinion, should 
never be exercised except in cases 2/ clear viola- 
tion of the Constitution, or manifest haste and 
want ot consideration by Congress. Indeed, I 
have thought that for many years past the 
known opinions and wishes of the Executive 
have exercised undue and injurious influence 
upon the legislative department of the Gov- 
ernment; and for this cause I have thought 
our system was in danger of undergoing a 
great change from itstrue theory. The per- 
sonal opinions of the individual who may hap- 
pen to occupy the Executive chair ought not to 
control the action of Congress upon questions 
of domestic policy, nor ought his objections to be 
interposed when questions of constitutional 
pewer have been settled by the various depart- 
ments of Goverament, and acquiesced in by 
the people. 

Alexander Hamilton, the least democratic 


and most monarchical of the great founders 
of our Government, viewed the veto-power 


in the following language in the Federalist: 
Arne primary inducement to conferring the 
power in question upon the Executive is to en- 
able him to detend himself. The secondary is 
to increase the chances in favor of the com- 
munity against the passing of bad laws,through 
haste, inadvertence, or design. 
* * * * * * * * 2 

A King oi Great Britain, with all his train of 
sovereign attributes and with the influence he 
draws from a thousand sources, would at this 
day hesitate to puta negative upon the joint 
resolutions of the two houses of Parliament, 
He would not fail to exert the utmost resources 
of that influence to strangle the measure dis 
agreeable to him in its progress to the 
throne to avoid being reduced to the dilem ma 
of permitting it to take effect, or to risking 
the disfavor of the nation by an opposition to 
the sense of the legislative body. Nor is it 
probable that be would ultimately venture to 
exert bis prerogative but in a case of propri- 
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cise of the power under consideration, how 
much greater caution may be reasonably expect- 
ed in a President of the United States, clothed 
for a short peried of four years with the execu- 
tive authority of a government wholly and 
pureiy republican.

Fifty years and more ago, when as yet 
they were armed only with spears, assegais, 
and axes, the Zulus were the most dreaded 
of all the Kaffir tribes by reason of the reckless 
and eg ee determination with which they 
attacked. In 1838, when Natal was founded by 
the Dutch Boers, it was the custom of the Zu- 
lus to bring up their forees in a dense circular 
mass. Arrived in close proximity to the ene- 
my, the mass would open b wild and mo- 
not onous cries; flank attacks would be pushed 
forward on both sides, and every effort made 
to completely surround the adversary. During 
the last ten years the best and newest rifles 
and cartridges bave been openly sold to Kaf- 
firs in Griqual and West, or on the diamond 
fields, despite the protests of the Orange Free 
State and the Transvaal.

JEFFERSON Criry, April 29.—The Moffett 
bell-punch bill, which is one of the most im- 
portant now before the House, consists of 
twenty-two sections. It provides that the 
dram-registers shall be furnished at the ex- 
pense of the saloon-keeper, and imposes the 
tax in addition to the license and ad valorem 
tax now fixed by law. Sections 3 and 4 areas 
follows: 

Whenever the collector of the revenue of any 
county, and the city of St.Louis, shall receive 
from the contractor the necessary registers, he

of each licensed dramshop-keeper, with the 
dials to the front and in some conspicuous 
place, where they can at all times be seen by 
the public, and the collector shall im- 
mediately report to the State Auditor and 
the county courts, and in the city of St. Louis 
to the Comptroller, that the duty required of 
him has been performed, giving the names of 
each dramshop-keeper, the date of fixing eaeh 
register. the name of the town or place where 
each dramshop is located, and in cities having 
numbers. the number of the place, and in 
such form as shall be prescribed by the State 
Auditor. When the dramshop-keeper desires 
to sell malt liquors there shall be placed an 
additional register in like manner as above re- 
quired; provided, that they be not located 
nearer together than six feet, and one

alcoholic liquor register, m such forms and 
characters as the State Auditor may prescribe. 
The collectors of the revenue, either in per- 
son or by deputy, shall at all times see that 
the instruments are placed as above required, 
firmly attached and kept in good working or- 
der, and for this purpose shali, from time to 
time, inspect the same, and if, after such 
register shall have been put in use, it be- 
comes inoperative or out of order, it shall be 
the duty of the collector of the revenne, upon 
notice of the fact, which notice is required to be 
at once given to him by the dramshop-keeper, 
to repair or replace it immediately with a 
good and perfect instrument, and charge the 
dramshop keeper. so supplied, with the cost 
of repairing or replacing the injured register. 
The number of registers which may be neces- 
sary to the proper registration of the sales of 
each dramshop keeper shall be determined 
by the collector of the revenue of the county 
and of the city of St. Louis in which the 
dramshop keepers are regularly licensed.

The character of the lock and 
seal required by this section shall be prescrib- 
ed by the State Auditor. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the dram- 
shop keeper, his agent. servant, employe. 
clerk or bar-keeper immediately upon 
the sale or barter of each drink of wine, 
ardent spirits, malt liquors or any 
mixture thereof, whether the same is paid 
for at the time or not, then and there, in the 
presence of the purchaser or person to whom 
sold or delivered, andin the presence of the 
bystanders,

of the proper register until the bell has struck 
once and the indicater on its dial has moved 
one point or number foreach drink sold by 
him.

Tne bill provides for the examination of the 
registers monthly or quarterly, according to 
the population of the city; that the license 
be revoked if the dramshop keeper does not 
comply with the law. The bill further pro- 
vides that the Collector

the saloon-keeper must pay the 
amount indicated by the re- 
gister within ten days; or if necessary the 
collections in St. Louis are to be made weekly

Druggists who sell wine, spirits, etc., must 
aldo have a bell punch. These are the princi- 
pal provisions of the act. 

COMMUNICATION FROM AUDITOR HOLLADAY. 

State Audlitor Holladay to-day sent the fol- 
lowing communication in regard to the Bell 
Punch to the Genvral Assembly: 

THE .EFICIT, 

Some time since, I haa the honor to submit 
to the House the approximate deficit in the 
revenue fund on September ist, which was 
then estimated at $325,000, without taking into 
consideration the $250,000 of revenue bonds due 
June Ist, anticipating they would be 
met by a temporary loan, and without esti- 
mating the cost of rebuilding Asylum No. 2. 

THE TREASURY BALANCE. 

Subsequently I transmitted to the Governor 
my report for the quarter ending March 31, 
which shows that there then only remained in 
the treasuly $102,843 70 to the credit of the 
revenue fund, which would soon be exhaust- 
ed, and also giving the large unprecedented 
decline of the taxable property of the State, as 
assessed and equalized, aggegating a falling off 
of $55,973,317 in valuation, which would 
cause a reduction, from this source alone, of 
$ 223 of State revenues a year, or $447, - 
789 72 for the biennial term, without allowing 
anything for delinquencies, and foreshadow- 
ing that unless some provision was made to 
meet this deficit of the revenues it would be 
utterly im ible for the State to diseharge 
its demands and protect its credit. 

ESCAPE TAXATION, 

No increased taxation can be raised upon

OPINION OF SENATOR JOHNSON. 

Hon. John W. Johnson, United States Sen- 
ator of Virginia, in writing to Gov. Vance. of 
North Carolina, under date of Sept. 12, 1878.

‘*This was the unhappy and apparently he!p- | 
less condition of affairs when Dr. Moffett, | 
then a member of the State Senate, and now | 
of the House, invented the register and sub- 
mitted it to the Legislature for the adoption of 
the State. The bill providing for its adoption 
was strongly opposed, and was passed by only 
a small majority. Injunctions and other ewse:s | 
embarrassed the plan in its beginning: but it 
ie now in successful operation all over the 
State. 

„»Opposition which was active in the com- 
mencement has subsided. and all classes now 
support and feel an interest in the measure. 
It is yielding a handsome income and promises 
to be a permanent feature in our system of 
taxation, and to solve the problem of raising 
revenue sufficient for the demands of the 
State. The tax being voluntary is the least 
objectional form in which it can be imposed. 

This our people fully realize, and they 
now almost universally sustain the ‘Moffett 
Register.’ One good that it effects ina small 
collateral way, is thatit puts an end to credit 
for drinks and enforces honest dealing between 
the owners of bars and their employes.’’

„ „ „The consumer makes it a voluntary 
tribute in trust with the dealer forthe State, 
the extent and aggregate of which the Moffett 
Register unerringly indicates, whilst adjust- 
ing also the accounting between the bar-tend- 
er and the proprietor, indicating the fair deal- 
ing of the honest employes and checking the 
evil desire or tendency of the dishonest ones. 

* „ * The tendency ofthe system is to the 
protection of the dealer in enforcing accurate 
accounts with employes and a cash system 
with customers and consumers.“ 

These are sufficient references to high au- 
thority, that the registers have proven suc- 
cessful and satisfactory in that State, although 
many others could be cited, if space would 
permit. 

ITS ADVANTAGES. 

The system of imposing a tax upon the sale 
of each drink of ardent spirits and malt li- 
quors presents many advantages to the State 
as a revenue measure, the burden of which 
falls directly and exclusively upon consumers 
of a luxurious article, and,  there- 
fore, is voluntary and self-imposed. 
It comes in the way of voluntary tribute, and 
not by force or duress. If the individual does 


not wish te pay the tax, he can abstain on his 


own Volition from drinking. 
““KQUITABLE. 

This method of raising revenue—s~in tha 
nature of an imperceptible, equitable in- 
come tax dependent on consumption, and 
is just alike to the rich and thriving 
saloon-keeper and the poor obscure one, 
who does but little business. Ardent spirits 
and malt liquors will be drunk as long as the 
customs and habits of people remain un- 
changed, and why not the State derive a 
revenue from these sales, and from 
which it is believed and esti- 
mated that the 89 loan which 
must be made can be fully discharged from 
this source alone, within these two years, and 
the deficit in the revenue fund be fully met? If 
so, that amount of burden would be removed 
from personal and real estate, which has long 
borne the weight of gnerous taxation, much of 
which yield no incomes or profits, and com- 
mand no sales, especially in times of universal 
depression like the present. 

IT IS FEASIBLE. 

It may be said the system is not feasible and 
there will be evasions of the requirements of 
the law, which may with propriety be suc- 
cessfully answered by pointing to achieved 
results in Virginia, notwithstanding re- 
ports industriously circulated to the contrary 
for the purpose of deterring its adoption else- 
where. 

APPROXIMATE REVENUE. 

There are no basss in this State from which 
to make an estimate of the 
amount which would be realized, 
but it mar „ „roses! 
comparison with Virginia. It may be assumed 
there is four times as much drinking in this 
State as Virginia—there being fully as much 
in St. Louis alone. In Virginia, the most of 
this revenue comes from her own citizens. 
while in Missouri much of it 
would come from the large 
and ceaseless current of straugers who Visit 
or pass through the State, and who would con- 
tribute iu a eonstant stream to the treasury. 

If this approximate is correct, and Virginia 
realized last year $282,000, as reported, from 
— drinks, we would realize 81.1, 

O per annum; but suppose it should be only 
one-half, then there would be realized $572,000 
annually. Allow one-fifth for evasions, and 
the amount would be $458,000; but for argu- 
ment’s sake it may be admitted that one-half 
would be lost by dodging, then the State would 
realize $282,000 a year—more than sufficient 
— pay the first year the $250,000 temporary 
ean.

| TER WaR IN SOUTH AMERICA. 


Interview With a Chilean Commissioner 
on His Way te Europe. 


Slight Value of Treaties Between South 
Amer can Republics. 


From the New York Herald. 4 

Senor J. Abelardo Nuuez, a Chilean com- 
missioner. charged by his government with 
studying the progress of primary education in 
Europe and also in this country, is now inthis 
city for the purpese of gathering all informa- 
tien bearirg on the special and important task 
intrusted to his care. In conversation with a 
representative of the Herald yesterday Senor 
Nunez, whois a gentleman well versed in zu 
matters pertaining to the South American Re- 
public, stated that the contest now raging be- 
tween Chile, Bolivia and Peru would ere long 
engage the attention of the crvilized world toa 
larger extent than was anticipated, even by 
those who kept themselves generally well 


| posted as to affairs in the southern part of 


this hemisphere. 

In order well to understand the present 
troubles, said Senor Nunez, we must go back 
somewhat, and remember that in 1810, after 
the war of independence, when Peru and Chile 


became republics, there remained a large ter- | 
ritory, which had not been a Spanish province, | 


between Peru, Brazil and Chile. General 
Bolivar, the George Washington of South 
America, called it Bolivia, though the truth 


is that regardless of any other considerations 
he reully parceled out the extent of this terri- 
tory by drawing, so to speak, his sword across 
the map. suying, This will be Bolivia. 
Chile had occupied for ears, 
this territory, an its citizens 
had for a long time worked in the Desert of 
Atacama in mining and guano works, as far 
down as the Bay of Majillones. In 1850 Boli- 
via for the first time claimed ownership of the 
north of the Desert of Atacama, and, further, 
demanded a large extension of territory to the 
twenty-fifth degree. After considerable 
trouble a treaty was at last concluded in 1866 
between Chile and Bolivia. That — BFS 
vided that thenceforward the legitimate fron- 
tiers between the two republics should be for- 
ever atthe twenty-fourth degree, but at the 
sume time that the immediate country lyin 
between the twenty-third and twenty-fourt 
degrees, though by right and law belongi 
to Bolivia, should divide its revenues an

HOW TREATIES ARE MADE TO BE TORN.

Instead of acting up to the provisions ofthis | 


treaty Bolivia, on the contrary. did not pay a 


single cent of this revenue to Chile between | 


the years 1866 and 1874. It should be remem- 
bered that this very treaty was obtained from 
Chile at a time that Spanish frigates were 
bombarding Chilean ports, and that Valparai- 
se at the time s red terribly. As time 
passed on, however, it was a very difficult 
matter for Chile to induce Bolivia to live up 
to her agreement, or even urge her to 
such action. No less than 12,000 Chil- 
cans had settled themselves in places 
actually belonging to Bolivia, and they kept 
themselves oceupied by working the rich silver 
mines of Caragoles and the saltpeter districts. 
With a generosity but seldom equaled in the 
affairs of nations, the Chilean Government 
suddenly receded from the position previously 
held and made Bolivia a present of all the du- 
ties she (Chile) ought to have received in eight 
vears, and agreeing, further, toa stipulat on 
that in the future it should be Bolivia’s right 
to receive the whole of these duties. This 
Chilean generosity was, however, accompanied 
with a request that Bolivia should not collect 
a tax from the Chileans working in Bolivian 
silver and saltpeter mines for twenty-five 
years. This, indeed, was the substance of a 
new treaty in 1874. 
IMMEDIATE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 

It was in March, 1878, that Bolivia issued a 
decree ordering that saltpeter should pay ten 
cents per quintum (100 pounds) as minimum 
forexport duty. Chile said she could not do 
this, according to the treaty; but Bolivia in- 
sisted upon it. At the same time Bolivian 
law officers instituted legal proceedings against 
a Chilean saltpeter company in Antofagasta, 
and the Government ordered that this compa- 
ny should pay $90,000 on saltpeter exported 
from March up to November, 1878. All the 
time that the Chilean Ambassador was dis- 
cussing with the Bolivian Foreign Minister the 
illegality of this proceeding and the impossi- 
bility of enforcing such a decree, the Bolivian 
Government was actually seizing the property 
of the r company and ordered a public 
auction sale of this property to take place on 


February 15, 1879. 


OPENING OF HOSTILITIES. 

On the i4th of February, however, the day 
before the great sale, four Chiiean men-of-war 
entered the harbor of Antofagasta. They 
landed 1,500 soldiers, who soon took &- 
sion, not only of the town but of the saltpeter 
works and the silver mines, about one hun- 
dred, twenty miles distant. It must be re- 
membered that the population of Antofagasta 
and of the adjoining mines is composed of 
Chileans, numbering at least 15,000, and 
there are only 300 Bolivians in the 
entire district. The men-of-war, 
whose arrival sent joy to the hearts of the in- 
habitants of Antofugasta, were the two iron- 

lated frigates Lord Cochrane and Blanco 

ncalada, carrying six guns each, and both 
built in England, and the two corvettes 
O’ Higgins and Chacabuco. Chile at once is- 
sued a manifestoin which she recited that by 
the treaty of 1866 she had ceded to Bolivia the 
entire territory on condition that Chileans 
should not pay taxes; but in so far as Bolivia 
had violated that treaty the compact was now 
considered broken and at an end. Chile then 
said: There is no treaty,and Chile occupies 
the territory which was once her own.’’ 

PROGRESS Oe OPERATIONS. 

Since the commencement of hostilities the 
Chileans have sent troops to Salinas, the ter- 
minus of the railway from Antofagasta, and 
have also forwarded other troopste the Cara- 
colas silver mines. It is true, continued Senor 
Nunez, that the President of Bolivia has since 
that time been laying embargo on private 
Chilean property and expelling innocent Chile- 
ans from the country, but he will soon ascer- 
tatu thet auch action is against the law of na- 
tions. Of course, the Chileans are not coins 
to sit by quietly, and hencé they haye oceupie 
Calamo, avery important strategical point, 
lying between two mountain chains. They 
have also sent their artillery there, and at the 
same time have occupied Cobija and Tocopil- 
a. 

WHY PERU HAS JOINED THE CONTEST. 

In times past, nearly all the saltpeter was 
produced by Peru and prices regulated them- 
selves in aceordance with the laws of supply 
and demand, and it was a free industry. In 
1872, however, the government of Peru took 
possession of all the saltpeter mines in the 
country, and the government does business in 
saltpeter the same as it does in guano. The 
Chilean Saltpeter — of Antofagasta, 
mentioned above, bas a capital of $4,000,000, 
and produced last year no less than a million 
and a halt of quintals. The daily product of 
this company is at least three to five thousand 
quintals. At the same time, the Chileans have 
found saltpeter in their own country, 
and they have begun to export it 
from the port of Taltal. This bears very hard 
on Peru, and her seeret motive for sup- 
porting Bolivia against Chile. Up to this 
moment she has only been preparing herself, 
her fleet being far inferior to that of Caile. 
The latter country, besides, is virtually a free 
country, with free industries, a patriotic peo- 
ple, who are to stand by ir govern- 
ment to uphold liberal institutions. Chile is 
now raising aloan of $5,000,000

. is very poor, and bas not for some time 
past been able to pay even the interest on her 
public debt. Senor Nunez says that the im- 
portance of saltpeter for agricultural pur- 
poses is generally — in England, 
France and Germany, and as ithas been greatly 
used for the arti manufacture of guano, 
this item alone cannot fail to materially assist 
the development of American trade in Chile.

FOREIGN. 

Princess Christina died at Seville.

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THE NEGRO EXODUS. 


Remarkable Howl from William Lloyd 
Garrison. 

{From a Letter to the Faneuil Hall Mecting on 
Thursday.] 

The spectacle of thousands of half-naked, 
empty-handed, despairing men, women and 
children fleeing as for their lives from one 
part of the country to another, and preferring 
to risk starvation and death by the way rather 
than remain where they naturally belong, is 
one calculated to move pitying Heaven and to 

~ awaken all that is sympathetic and generous 
in the human breast. Their claims for imme- 
diate ebaritable relief are equally just and im- 
perative; and it is most gratifying to perccive 
a disposition in various directions to minister 
to the wants of these poor outcasts. By noth- 
ing that they have done on the score of idle- 
ness, dissipation or disorderly conduct, have 
they brought this suffering and exposure upon 
themselves. On the coutrary, 1 have been 
the only industrious, unoffending, law-abiding 
and loyal portion of the population in that 
quarter. with but few exceptions; and yet 
their safety is only in flight! 
: A DUTY AFTER RELIEF. 

While, therefore, grave, exciting and rela- 
tively important as the present exodus of a 
few thousands of colored refugees from Mis- 
sissippi and Louisiana may be, it is only an 
incident of the hour, demanding succor and 
aid in various forms until they have time to 
select their dweiling places. But what of the 
4,000,000 of colored peovle in the entire 
South? Their exilement is a question not to 
be seriously entertained for a moment, either 
as a desirable or possible event. The Ameri- 
can Government is but a mockery and de- 
serves to be overthrown iftbey are to be left 
without protection, as sheep in the midst of 
wolves. Ifthe nation, having decreed their 
emancipation, and invested them under the 
Constitution with all the rights of citizenship, 
can neither devise nor find a way to vindicate 
their manhood, then its acts have been farci- 
cal, and the local usurpation of a contempti- 
ble body of aristocratic factionists is more 
than a match forthe loyalty and strength of 
the American 181 und it is the latter who 
are us effectually **bulidozed’’ as the colored 
people themscives. ; 

But. gracious God! is this widespread es- 
capement from unendurable wrong and out- 
rage to be treated as simply furnishing an oc- 
casion for the exercise of a benevolent spirit 
toward our suffering fellow-creatures? If thev 
are deserving of the deepest commiseration, 
what shall be said of those by whom they have 
been ‘*peeled, meted out and trodden under 
foot?’’ If there is scope for tender pity on 
the one hand, is there not also for intense 
moral indignation ou the other? Nosuch stress 
of circumstances should have been possible 
under the American Government; nor could it 
bave occurred if we had had such a Govern— 
ment, worthy of its name, its pretensions and 
its claim to universal allegiance. But, so far 
as the Southis concerned, it is practically non- 
existent in the matter of securing ‘ ‘life, liber- 
ty and the pursuit of happiness’’ to all who 
dwell on its soil as a natural and lawful right. 

THE SOUTHERN REIGN OF WRONG. 

There conspiracy and usurpation suceessful- 
ly bear away. In all the late Rebel States 
there scarcely exists a single legitimate State 
administration, fur no elertion has been per- 
mitted without being more or less controlled 
by fraud, intimidation and lawlessness.

Happy Horse Sharks. 

Dan Honig, the horse shark, is happy again. 
He was brought into the Criminal Court to-day 
looking down-hearted and badly broken up. 
He perhaps expected that the day of retribu- 
tion had come. If he did he counted without 
his host, for Judge Laughlin, in Dan’s case, as 
well as that of his 1 in crime, Henry 
Zumbupsen, sustained both motions in arrest 
ot judgment, and defendants were discharged 
from this indictment, but held 
await the further action of 

and jury. Dan and his comrade, bein 

onger under conviction, will give bail to 

answer to any and all charges preferred against 
them. This part of the programme will be 
earried out as soon as Dan’s friends can make 
the necessary arrangements. 

Much interest is manifested in these cases and 
the following reason ot Judge Laughlin for sus- 
taining the motion will be read with interest: 

State vs. Honig and Zumbunsen. The defend- 
ants were jointly indicted. The indictment 
contains two counts, by the first of which it is 
alleged that they together stole certain money 
t he property of one Thomas B. Hale—and by 
the second, notthatthey stole, Lut that they 
received it, knowing it to be stolen. On the 
triul it was shown that Zumbunsen took it, and 
that Honig afterwards received it. 

They were accordingly convicted, the former 
under the first, and the latter un-ter the second 
count. The Supreme Court has. in effect, said 
this cannot be done; State vs. Daubert 42. No. 
242. Thatof stealing and that of receiving 
property knowing it to have been stolen, are 
distinct substantive offenses and cannot be 
charged against different persons in the same 
indictment. The same persons may, on differ- 
ent counts, be charged in the same indictment 
with both, but different persons cannot. 

Ine motion in arrest will, therefore, 
be sustained and the defendants 
held tor the further action of the 
grand jury, who wiil be directed to return 
separute indictments against them.

Louis Courier of Medicine discusses the 
probability of yellow fever germs having been 
brought upto St. Louis among the lares and 
penates of those multitudinous heroes of the 
new Eneid. Itinclines to the opinion that 
the danger is a very real one,and hence it need 
surprise nobody if St. Louis gets a benefit 
from the refugees. 

Forty negroes

most of them women and children, 
there being only ten able-bodied men in the 
gang. They hail trom the sund hills back of 
Vicksburg, and are about as dilapidated as 
even a Kansas immigrant can become. 

REPORTS FROM KANSAS

En- 
der the present demoralized aspect ot 
labor, it may be that this convention 
will find itself forced to take steps of fearful 
importance to both the races in the valley. 
Many ot the planters are studying the capacity 
of the Chinese as cotton-producers, and if they 
are forced to revolutionize old methods and 
call in the celestials, the result 
will be to convert four million 
blacks into tramps. ‘Their places will be filled 
up behind them, and they will ünd that as it 
was impossible 

TO MAKE THEIR LABOR PAYING 
atthe North when they wereslaves in the early 
purt of the century, it will be doubly impossi- 
ble to do so now that they are free—of intelii- 
gent supervision. 

The tollowing letter from General W. L. Me- 
Milan, the Postinaster of New Orleans, an in 
timate triend of the President, anda Republi- 
can of standing, shows how the movement is 
regarded by thuse at the South, irrespective 
ot party, Who have a stake in the country:

SO FAR CARROLLIS QUIET, 

and I hope it may remain so, und in any event 
lhope to keep my hands at least this year. 
There is a movement on toot looking toward 
the organization of a Mississippi Valley Trans- 
portation Society for the purpose of inducing 
the negroes here to remain, those who have 
pone to return, and to supply their places with 
other labor—Chin 2se, it necessary. 

The preliminaries are all settled, and the or- 
ganization takes placeto-day. Leading factors 
and some plantcrs are in it, myself and 
friends among the latter. A strong organiza- 
tion will be made, and a large capital raised it 
needed. The idea oft Chinese labor is taking 
hold of thoughtful minds. The negro at best is 
regarded by many as an uncertain and un- 
proaitable cotton band. 1 think him the best 
we willever have.
